in Which He Comments on the Set­ 
ting Aside of Ordinances. 


No action was tak en last ev ening at 
the special meeting of the 
city coun­ 
cil and the proposed ordinance placing 
block 29 in the fire lim its was laid on 
the table for consideration at 
the 
regular meetiDgon December 2. 
The call for the meeting of last 
night was signed by Aldermen Gage, 
Gaffney and Moeller and it was set for 
7 o’clock . 
Most of the councillors 
were on nand at the appointed tim e 
but Alderman 
Moeller had to be 
hunted up and it was 7:30 before 
Mayor Edwards called to order. The 
object of the session was to determ ine 
the adv isability of extending the fire 
limits. 
The'present fire lim its of the city 
are as follows: 
Starting from Reck 
riv er on Peoria av enue, proceeding to 
the alley iu block ¿ev en, west one 
block , south to Second street, east to 
O ttaw a av enue, north 
10 First, east 
to Crawfjrd av enue, north to Rock 
Riv er. 
Attorney A. C. Bardwell 
repre­ 
sented the m inisterial association of 
the city and spok e, as he said “In be­ 
half or the body against whom the 
ordinance was aimed, substantially as 
follows: 
I want it understood tha t I hav e 
the utm ost regard for Mr. Young and 
hat 1 hav e to say is giv en entirely 
without feeling on my part. 
We ask 
for a fair deal. 
You gentlemen m ust not 
forget 
tha t the ministers of the city repre­ 
sent a large proportion of the com­ 
munity and therefore hav e the right 
to ask a presentation of their case. 
The meetings they contem plate hold­ 
ing are for the elev ation of citizenship 
and the betterm ent of our city. 
In 
pursuance of this fact they hav e Ob­ 
tained the consent of the gov ernment 
to erect a mere shed upon the gov ern­ 
ment lot. 
This will be substantial 
enough 
to 
afford 
a 
reasonable 
degree 
of 
safety 
and 
which 


gov ern­ 
m ent lot in the fire limits, and thus 
prev ent the putting up of the build­ 
ing under the section prohibiting the 
erection of wooden 
buildiDgs in the 
fire limits. 
The utter worthlessness 
of the tire lim its ordinance 
is shown 
by the record of the past few years. 
I t is worse than a farce. 
After 
the ordinance 
was put in force, 
the first mov e of a 
past 
coun­ 
cil was to allow the erection on Riv er 
street of a tinder box, a tire trap in 
the shape of a feed shed, than which 
no more dangerous building exists in 
the city. 
This was allowed to 
enlarged and then a perm it was giv en 
for the building of another on Henne­ 
pin av enue. The city authorities did 
w hat a few of the property owners 
wished to the detrim ent of all the 
others. Y et you deny the erection 
of

for

of thirty days. 
I t 
does 
not 
affect 
the

nently and so as a m atter of fairness 
is it right to defeat it? 
a little con­ 
sideration will satisfy you that it is 
not. The whole purpose of the mov e­ 
m ent is to benefit and not barm, and 
It should be m et with encouragement 
from ev ery quarter. The situation is 
that of one citizen against hundreds 
and 
perhaps 
thousands. 
If 
Mr. 
Young’s rights are guarded has he 
the right to stand in the way. The 
ordinance has for its single and sole 
aim the defeating of this mov ement 
and It should not be passed w ithout 
full and complete consideration. 
Thomas Young, proprietor of the 
Nachusa House, replied as follows: 
I am not a public speak er; simply a 
bussiness man conducting bis buslntss 
on business principles. 
I wish it 
understood tha t 1 am not against the 
churches or against this mov ement by 
the ministers. 
I hav e always helped 
the churches in ev ery way possi le for 
me to do so and granted them manv 
priv ileges, as many heie can testify. I 
hav e come here to represent what

detrim ent 
the

my 
business. 
A build­ 
ing

projected would burn v ery readily. 
My hotel is in the center of a half 
block with no large buildiDgs near it. 
Ev en under present conditions it is 
nard to get guests to go abov e the 
first or second floors there hav e been 
so many disastrous hotel fires, accom­ 
panied with loss of life.

come here and see the conditions 
which will exist with tha t inflamma­ 
ble structure within twenty feet of 
the hotel they will go to Sterling or 
Freeport or other cities for hotel ac­ 
commodations. There are plenty of 
other suitable places for the location 
of the building spok en of and if one is 
chosen I will be glad to do my part 
As it Is I can’t see why they should 
put up this building and

my business.

O r i g i n o f < lie C n n to m o f 11» I'» « * » » * 
N at ion al S ym b ol. 
A ustria and Russia today use the tw o 
headed eagle as one of their sym bols. 
The origin of the custom is clouded 
more or less in obscurity. 
Professor 
A. U. Sayee, the authority on eastern 
antiquities, traces the trav els of the 
symbol from prim itiv e Babylonia dow n 
to the present tim e. 
In describing an 
ancient block of sculptured stone found 
in the east Professor Sayee says: “The 
block bears upon tin* Inner side the 
figure of a double headed eagle, w it i 
an anim al believ ed to la* a hate in 
either talon and a m an standing on 
its tw ofold head. 
T he sam e double 
headed figure, supporting the figure of 
a m an or a god. is m et w ith at Boghax 
Iv oni and m ust be regarded as oue of 
the peculiarities of H ittite sym bolism 
and art. The symbol, w hose prototype 
goes flack to prim itiv e Babylonia, w as 
adopted in later days by the T urcom an 
princes, who had perhaps first seen It 
on the H ittite m onum ents of t ’appa- 
doeia. and the crusaders brought it to 
Europe w ith them in the fourteenth 
century. 
H ere it becam e the em blem 
of the G erm an em perors, who ha' «' 
issed it on to the m odern « kingdoms 
of Russia and A ustria. 
It is not tne 
only heirloom of H ittite a rt which lias 
descended to us of today.
